The compounds which are the object of the present application differ from the 
products disclosed in D1-D4 and D6 by having a benzocyclopentanyl (indane) or 
benzocycloheptanyl backbone instead of a tetrahydronaphthalenyl one. There is a 
overlap between the compounds of the present application and those disclosed in 
D5 (see D5, claim 1 ) but D5 discloses only 7-benzylaminobenzocycloheptene 
derivatives (such as D5, preparation 33, page 62) and none N-arylethyl- 
substituted 2-aminoindane or 7-aminobenzocycloheptanyl compounds. Moreover 
D5 does not disclose the B2-agonist activity of the compounds of the present 
application. 

3. Claims 1-3, 6, 9-1 1 and 13-16 of the present application are considered as 
lacking an inventive step (Art. 33(3) PCT).

The technical problem underlying the application can thus be seen as the 
provision of alternative p2-agonist derivatives. 

Considering the structural differences existing between the compounds object of 
the present invention and those disclosed in the available prior art, it was not 
obvious that the claimed products would have the desired 02-agonist properties. 
An inventive step can thus be acknowledged for the compounds which were 
shown to possess the desired activity (as examplified on bridging § pages 14-15). 

Claims 4, 5, 7, 8 and 12 are thus considered as involving an inventive step. 

3.2 However, it must be reminded that the breadth of the claims should be such that it 
represents a reasonable generalisation over the examples provided, and such 
that every compound falling within its scope actually provides a solution to the 
problem underlying the invention. 

The expressions in the claims "alkyl", "alkyl interrupted.. hetero atoms", "alkenyl", 
"aryl", "carbocyclic or heterocyclic ring" are non-limitative and are therefore not 
regarded as obvious modifications or equivalents of the examples which have 
been given in the description. Accordingly the said expressions should be 
restricted in this respect to the particular meanings specified in the description 
pages 2-3. 

It is also clear from the examples that the Ar group is always a quinolin-2-one or a 
substituted phenyl group. The Applicant has not indicated why it is believed that 
the claimed non-examplified compounds which cannot be considered as obvious 
equivalents of the examplified ones (i.e. Ar being benzoimidazolidinone, 
benzomorpholinone..) should possess the desired P2-agonist properties. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 9-1 land 13-16 are thus considered as lacking an inventive step.
